’ UP NC$lTHERN ALBERTA 
Completion of This Road Means the 

Development of s Vast Empire on 

the Rim of the Arctio Circle, Re- 
‘ claiming a Veritable Wilderness to 

the usee of Man 

EdYnouton. —- Forty engineering 
crews, consisting of 890 men with 
u-ama and pack horses, will be sent 
Into the field at once to make pre¬ 
liminary surveys for the Northern 
Territorial Railway Company’s line 
from Edmonton to tide inter at Fort 
Churchill on Hudson’s Bay. This Is, 
to be part of a system of 1.460 miles, 
from tbe Hudson’s Bay country to 
Port Easing ton on the Pacific Coast, 
connecting Edmonton with the lute 
La Blche, Fort Me Murray, and Lake 
A h&baaca. 

H. G. H. Neville, CM. chief en¬ 
gineer tor tha company, which Is 
ipanced by a British syndicate,’ and 
capitalised at 140,900,000, has cover¬ 
ed every portion of the proposed 
r »ute sud Is fully satisfied upon the 
engineering problems presented In the 
construction o(;the system. 

Plans are' under way to begin 
grading work early- next season, 
when the laying of rails will also be 
carried oh. and In two years, accord¬ 
ing to present calculations. ~the -line 
is to be in operation from Edmonton 
to the shore of Lake Athabasca, open 
in,; to commercial development the 
va-tt mineral and timber wealth of 
Alberta's farthest north. The com¬ 
pany will then proceed with the con¬ 
struction of the line In the province 
of Saskatchewan. The Edmonton cut¬ 
off will be built later The line from 
Lake Athabasca westerly will tap the 
rich agricultural resources of the 
newest north, continuing thence to 
the Pacific coast. 

The Northern Territorial Railway 
Company will operate a line of steam¬ 
ships from Its Hudson’s Bay terminal 
to a Rritlsh port. Engineers In the 
employ of the corporation have made 
a study of the construction of Ice¬ 
breakers In tbe Baltic and are now 
working dn designs ot vessels capable 
of meeting thd abnormal conditions 
which prevail in the bay. They will 
also superintend tbe building of tbe 
flj«t.

Poor Baking Powder 
Ottawa.—That of a number of dif¬ 
ferent samples of baking p--wider ex¬ 
amined, almost twenty-five per cent, 
were below standard strength. Is the 
conclusion to be drawn from an Inter- 
e ting bulletin on baking powders In 
Canada, Issued by the department an¬ 
alyst. A total of 160 samples of 
powdeis were examined, this being 
the fourth time this has been done, 
and tie examination being conducted 
with a view to discovering the pow 
ders’ efficiency as a gas producer for 
baking purposes and the wholesome-, 
ness of the material from which It 
was made. Some ot the powders 
w.*re found to contain alum, concern¬ 
ing the wholesomeness of which a 
board of scientists is now adjudicating 
In Washington. From the point of 
view of effectiveness, it was found, as 
stated, that 46 out of 160 samples, 
almost 25 per cent were below stand¬ 
ard. 


Invention Claims a Faster and a Vast¬ 
ly Improved System 
Londqji-—Wireless messages will 
be sent across the Atlantic and to 
other parte of the world by a new 
system,, according to experts within 
four months, not only much faster 
than by the present system but also 
with such precision that it will be 
possible to send pictures by this 
means. -

telegraphers. The department has 
appointed a board to endeavor to set¬ 
tle the trouble which Involves ques¬ 
tion* of both wages and conditions of 
labor. Telegraphers all along the 
Ci P. R. system are affected. Peter 
MacDonald, of Toronto, la chairman, 
J. E. Duval has been appointed the 
represent the company, and J. G. 
O’Donohoe the men. The depart¬ 
ment has also named two men in 
connection with a dispute at Halifax 
between the 'Halifax Tramway Com¬ 
pany and It* employees. G 8. 
Campbell will represent the company 
and John T. Joy the men. 

Application has been made for a 
board at South Porcupine, where there 
Is a dispute at the Macenney Mine 
Only forty men are Involved In this 
particular dispute, but there are near¬ 
ly a thousand men employed In the 
district, al) of whom wilt be affected 
by the decision. An arbitration 
board is working at the present time 
on a dispute at Inverness between 
the members of the Inverness Coal 
and Ore Dock Co. and Its employees.

Winn.peg.—The supply of harvest¬ 
ers for western Canada's 1912 crop 
will be the subject of a conference 
to be held In Winnipeg between the 
epresentatlves of the C.P.R., C.N.R.

gations of the agriculture departments 
ot Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta. The provincial representa¬ 
tives will submit conservative esti¬ 
mates of the harvest hands required 
for thilr respective provinces. A 
F. Mantle, deputy minister of agricul¬ 
ture frr Saskatchewan, was In Winni¬ 
peg Monday conferring with the rail¬ 
ways regarding harvest laborers for 
this province, and will probably re¬ 
turn for the conference next week. 


W(nftlue*, Julv 17 .—That the wheat 
trade is In g nervous condition, and 
easilv Influenced at times by sensa¬ 
tional rumors, was shown by the 
oulck advance which took place lra- 
medlatelv following our last review 
on reports that rust had been found 
tn southern Minnesota. Nothing was 
said at out the kind .In the first re¬ 
ports, but the mere mention of rust 
was enough to throw the bears Into 
a panic and Induce those who were 
bullish to take on a little wheat. For¬ 
tunately these reports were not con¬ 
firmed and with the leading crop ex¬ 
perts in the fleldB of Minnesota and 
Dakota sending glowing accounts of 
conditions there, prices had a heavy 
reaction, and new low figures, espec¬ 
ially for the new crop futures, were 
made. Chicago and Minneapolis 
September wheat ha* declined fully 
6c. for the week, and Winnipeg Oc¬ 
tober 2t4c. While the spring wheat 
crop In the States Is nearing matur¬ 
ity, we hardly think such a decline in 
prices Is warranted at present, as con¬ 
siderable may yet happen to out down 
the yield as well as Injure the qual¬ 
ity. Weather In the Canadian 
Northwest the past week has not'been 
wholly favorable, as there has been 
too much rain in many place* and 
temperatures have been too low In 
others. Monday morning two to six 
degrees of frost were reported In dif¬ 
ferent sections ot Manitoba and Sas¬ 
katchewan. So far the trade has 
been skeptical of any damage from, 
this cause, hut It Is scarcely likely 
that the crop has entirety escaped, 
as a very large percentage of it is at 
the most critical stage, namely, In the 
blossom.'

Simply Precautionary Measure 
j Ottawa.—Some New York news¬ 
papers have taken the proclamation in 
the Canada Gazette of Saturday clos¬ 
ing the ports of Quebec, Halifax and 
Esquimau to foreign steamers under 
regulation, as Indicating an intention 
on the part of the Canadian govern¬ 
ment to close these ports to all steam¬ 
ers of any nation whatever But 
It Is explained at the naval depart¬ 
ment that the order is purely a pre¬ 
cautionary one. and that It Is advis¬ 
able Jc: _8hlpmasters to paste It_ In 
their books and keep It in their mem¬ 
ory. Thera Is not present reason for 
trouble but it Is considered Just as 
well to advise ship-masters all over 
the world that when the hour of dan¬ 
ger comes (If come It does) they 
must be prepared to obey tbe regula¬ 
tions ot the Canadian naval depart¬ 
ment. 


To Settle Labor Disputes 

London.—The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, David Lloyd George, an¬ 
nounced in the House of Commons the 
intention of the Government to Intro¬ 
duce a Bill to deal with labor disputes, 
such as the present dock strike. 

The Chancellor did not define the 
measure, but Indicated that It was 
likely to Involve compulsory arbitra¬ 
tion and financial guarantees for 
agreements.
